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Sen. Proxmire and the Paper Industry 


One of the basic requirements of a man 


who represents his state in Congress is a 
fairly comprehensive knowledge of what 
makes his state tick — its people, its in- 
dustry, its resources, its problems. Normal- 
ly one would expect that a blooper by a 
senator or a congressman revealing that he 
is unacquainted with some important as- 
pect of his own state's economy would be 
an invitation to political oblivion. 


Yet we have the fantastic situation to- 


day whereby the junior senator from Wis- 
consin, William Proxmire, is promoting a 
government pilot plant to test the "feasi- 
bility" of a certain process for making 
newsprint paper, while one of Wisconsin's 
largest corporations already is operating 
a plant, in which over $35 millions has been 
invested, using that very same process! 
And the senator, instead of dropping this 
hot potato, obviously intends to brazen it 
out as though that huge plant did not even 
exist! 


The Kimberly-Clark corporation, one of 


Wisconsin's great industrial concerns and 
a national and world leader in the paper 
industry, built that plant at Coosa Pines, 
Ala., a decade ago for the express purpose 
of using the then-new process, developed to 
a large extent at the federal government's 
Forest Products Laboratory at Madison, 
which makes it possible to produce news- 
print commercially from hardwoods. The 
investment has been eminently successful; 
the Alabama plant has been enlarged sev- 
eral times and recently put into operation 
one of the world's biggest paper machines. 
Using southern hardwood, it has competed 
successfully with the Canadian newsprint 
mills which have long dominated that part 
of the paper industry. 


Yet after the Post-Crescent, followed by 


other newspapers, pointed out this fact to 
Sen. Proxmire he came out with a news re- 
lease stating that "my efforts to help start 
a newsprint paper industry in Wisconsin 
have been bitterly attacked and misrepre- 
sented . . . (These attacks) originate with 
the giant eastern-owned paper manufactur- 
ing interests. They wanted to prevent the 
development of a newsprint paper indus- 
try in Wisconsin that would provide compe- 
tition for their own holdings, mainly in 


Canada." This is fine bravado, but quite un- 
related to the facts. The Post-Crescent ar- 
ticle quoted Arthur Wakeman, a long-time 
Kimberly-Clark official who has headed up 
the Alabama operation, and who as far as 
we know has never had any connection 
with "eastern-owned" paper interests. 


People who have lived for very long in 


the Fox or Wisconsin River valley are gen- 
erally quite well acquainted with the his- 
tory of the newsprint industry in this state. 
Many years ago it was an important part of 
the paper industry here. But it migrated to 
Canada, and later to the South, because 
newsprint — a relatively cheap grade of 
paper — is a product in which raw ma- 
terial costs loom comparatively large, and 
it is only logical to make it near the forests 
which produce the timber best suited for 
that purpose. Meanwhile Wisconsin's paper 
industry has turned — very successfully — 
to higher grades of paper in which labor 
skill plays a relatively important part. Wis- 
consin has a great supply of highly skilled 
labor — plus a nearness to the great paper 
markets — and the industry has long recog- 
nized- that it would not make economic 
sense to devote Wisconsin's skills and re- 
sources to the production of low-grade 
newsprint. 


But all this Sen. Proxmire blithely ig- 


nores. In the true tradition of politics, he 
saw a chance to grab a hunk of money from 
the United States Treasury and return tri- 
umphantly to the home folks with the an- 
nouncement that this bundle would resusci- 
tate their economy and put them on easy 
street. When a man of Sen. Proxmire's 
primordial political instincts latches on to 
a gimmick of this kind, he is not going to 
let a few facts stand in his way. 


Yet even the most agile of politicians 


cannot forever bamboozle the people, as 
Abraham Lincoln observed a century ago. 
There is some reason to excuse our junior 
senator, we suppose, for his ignorance of 
some basic facts about Wisconsin since he 
became a resident of this state only a few 
years back, and we do not suppose there 
are many paper mills in the Chicago sub- 
'urbs where he grew up. But we suggest 
that in his extensive travels about his 
adopted state he bone up a little on Wis- 
consin history and economics. 


The Importance of a Water Supply 


People who have been looking into the 


nation's water problems are convinced that 
we will need about 400 per cent more -wa- 
ter in 1980 than we are using now. 


We are now experiencing fresh water 


shortages in many areas and there is no 
indication that there will be any increased 
rainfall by 1980. However, there is plenty 
of water around. All that is needed is to 
put it in usable form. The federal govern- 
ment has appropriated $10 millions to build 
five experimental plants in the hope of 
finding an economical process for changing 
salt or brackish water into drinking water. 


Much work already has been done in 


the search for a method of desalting water. 
In fact many scientists believe^ we are on 
the verge of a solution. President Eisen- 
hower, who signed the bill recently, says 
that "energy, determination and science 
will carry us over the threshold." 


There are several methods of producing 


fresh water from sea water or brackish 
water. The experimental plants will seek 
out the most practical one and then efforts 
will be made to perfect that method. The 
big problem is that of reducing the cost. 
Obviously if water is to be used in indus- 
try or to irrigate land, the process of puri- 
fication will have to be relatively cheap. 
Methods now in use vary in cost from $1.75 
to $4 per 1,000 gallons. The first goal will 
be to bring that cost down to something 
between 50 and 75 cents. 


Even such a figure will be high com-

The United States Conference of May- 


ors passed 16 resolutions at its recently 
completed meeting at Miami Beach. Eleven 
of them dealt with the financial burdens of 
cities and requested some type of aid from 
the federal government. 


At first glance it would appear that this 


is just another of those who's-fooling- 
whom businesses whereby all the rubles 
needed are piled up in Washington. Mayors 
who can get federal funds for local projects 
instead of raising city taxes probably have 
a better chance for reelection than those 
who undertake do-it-yourself schemes. 


But one of the main reasons given for 


the appeals for federal aid is that so many 
state governments have failed to give 
equitable treatment to cities. State legis- 
latures, sometimes top-heavy with rural or 


pared to the cost in such favorably situated 
localities as the Fox Cities. Water here is 
actually sold at about 35 to 38 cents per 1,- 
000 gallons. But the low cost of water in 
this community is no indication of what we 
might be willing to pay rather than curtail 
activities to meet a water shortage. 


If the nation grows as may reasonably 


be expected during the next 25 years the 
consumption of water is expected to grow 
with it. The demand for water in domes- 
tic use may climb from the present 11 bil- 
lion gallons per day to 37 billion, and wa- 
ter for industrial use from 80 billion to 390 
billion. If we do not find a practical method 
of producing the fresh water we need, we 
will probably have to curtail-our activities 
and practice all sorts of economies with 
. the existing water supply. 


On the other hand if we find a way of 


producing fresh water in abundance there 
is no limit to the good that can be accom- 
plished. The American deserts can be 
made to bloom, industries can be expanded 
and tremendous wealth can be produced. 
Since water is becoming more and more im- 
portant to the comfort and health of the 
people, few things are more important to 
the nation's well-being. 


Furthermore water may become an in- 


strument of world peace. Once a process 
has been found it can be put to use on the 


• arid lands of the Middle East and of Asia to 


improve living conditions for the people 
there. This is a spending program by the 
federal government that deserves support.

But in the long run everyone — farmers, 
suburbanites and city dwellers — will pay 
more if Washington foots the bill.
